For this was the contrivance of 
the cheat, that 1t was faſtened with a pin of wood by an 
inviſible ſtander behind. Now when ſuch offered to 
take 1t,- who had been bountiful to the Prieſt before, - 


they bare it away with eaſe, which was impoſlible for 


their hands to remove who had been cloſe-fiſted 1n their 
Confeſſions. This ( faith Mr. Lambert in his Perambula- 
tion of Kent ) moved more laughter than devotion, and 


' many chaſt Virgins and Wives went away with bluſhing 


faces, leaving ( without cauſe ) the ſuſpicion of their 
wantonneſs 1n the eyes of the beholders; whilſt others 
came off with more credit ( becauſe with more Coyn ) 
though with leſs chaſtity. Thus have given you ſome 
account of this Sainty though I neither write what I be- 
lieve, nor what I expe& ſhould be believed. The cer- 
tain time of his life is unknown, but may be gueſſed 
about the year 680. 


Dunſtan Arch-biſhop of Canterbury. 


D#z was born at Glaſſenbury '1n Somerſetſhire, his 
father was named NR; and his mother Cini- 
fridez they in his youth ſet him to School, where heſo 

profired, that he excelled moſt then living of his age. 
In | anna of time he fell ſick of an Ague, which was ſo 
violent thar ir brought him into a phrenſie ( a 


- 
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belike being ſcarce in that age ) he was put- under cure 
of a certain woman, but thorough her unskilfulneſs. his 
diſeaſe encreaſed upan him, and one day being in a 
trance, he ſuddenly aroſe, and catching hold of a ſiaff, 
laid about him, as ( indeed he was ) mad; next night 
he got up on the Roof of the Church, running up ang 
down on the ſame, as if 1t had been on the ground, 
and coming ſafely down without any hurt ; theſe cffe&s 
of phrenfie were reputed Miracles. Hereupon his fa. 
ther made hima Prieſt, and placed him in the Abby of 
Glaſſenbury, from. whence he was ſoon advanced into the 
ſervice of King Ethel/tan:, and as ſoo, baniſhed the Court, 
being accuſed of Necromancy, for entring-one day. into 
a Gentlewomans Houſe, he hung his Harp on the W all 
whileſt he ſhaped a Prieſts ſtole, when to' make him 
merry at his work his Harp began to play, which the 
common people concluded to be done by the Devil, 
though the ſubje& of his Song was ſaid to be that Hymn, 


Gaudent in calis anime ſanttorum, &c, on which Harp

Yea the Virgin Mary her ſelf is faid to ſolace him with 

her Songs, Canremus Domino ſocie, cantemus honorem, &C, 
for as for Angelsſinging familiarly unto him, and Devils 
in ſhape of Dogs, Foxes and Bears whipped by hum, 
that was but ordinary : to which we may reckon his ſee- 
ing the Holy Ghoſt at his. Maſs, in likeneſs of a Dove, 
and his delivering the ſoul of £4 win from the-Devil,c.

holineſs, .he was made Abbot of G!aſſenoury ; nor muſt 
we believe-him to be leſs than a Saint (if we will be- 
lieve the Monkiſh relations of\.thoſe, times }) ſince the 
'Deviland he were-ſuch- great Antagoniſts ; for being on 
a-time ar his -Prayers before the Altar of St. George, his 
body fell aſleep thougit his devotion were waking, when. 
the Devil coming to devour him 1n the likeneſs of a 
rough Bear , he encountred him ſo fiercely withthe 
ſtaff he uſed-to walk with, that the Church rang with 
the ſound thereof, to.the wonder of many. At.ano- 
ther time the Devil. woulil have tempted him to un, 
cleanneſs inthe likeneſs of a beautiful Damoſel, but he 
having a pair of hot burning Pincers in his hand. caughr 
hold of. him with them by the noſe, and ſo ſpoiled the

he was 1n.great favour with Edred King of the weſt-Saxons, 
who not only ſuffered his body 1n pennance to be cha-

In his Monaſtery at Glaſſenbury, where 1t remained till 
the -King fell fick of his-laſt ſickneſs, at which time 1c 
was demanded bur never reſtored : For Dunſtan being on 
his journey , with the ſame to: the ;King, a voice from 
Heaven ſpake unto him 'and ſaid, Behold King Edred.zs. 
now departed in peace; at the: hearing of which words 
his Horſe immediately. fell down and died, Cs. 
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he returned again to his Monaſtery ; and though he loft - 
his Horfe, yer was he recompenced thereby with the 


gain of the Kings Treaſure and Jewels. 

 Edred being dead, his Nephew Edwy ſucceeded him 
in his Kingdom, altogether unlike his Uncle 1n conditi-

All the time of King Edwy's Reign, which was but 
ſhore ( for Tyrants ſeldom are long liv'd ) he remained 
at the Monaſtery of Gaunt in Flanders, where he re- 
ceived much ' friendſhip from the Covernor of. that 
Country; but Edwy dying,his brother Edgar ſucceeded in 
the Kingdom, who unravelling the Web h1s-brother had 
weaved, fecalled Dunſtan out of baniſhment, making 
him firſt Biſhop of worceſter, after of London, and laſt of 
all beſtowed the Arch-biſhyprick of Canterbury upon 
him.
